Ds Mar advised last we ek that ha works seven nights a week and therefore is 
unable to reeill which particular night he ob s erved Oswald seated In the group 
around the runway in the dLub end due to the seating arrangement in this 
blub* he. De Mar* would be unable to say whether or net Oswald had a party 
or group with him at the time he was seen. 

Ds Mar advised to the best of bio resell action he had never seen Oswald 
at the dkub previously end bad no information so to any associations that 
Oswald might have had at the Carousal dub. Dellas. 

De Mar. stated he in addition to his ventriloquist set. puts on s 
memory demonstration and he baUefcee Oswald was among a number of persons 
at tha slab that was used by him in preforming this memory demonstration.

"Tern Davis, who went to Dallas* to join a showmans alt ib, said Oswald 
entered Jacks bar in tbs 800 block exposition. I was buying so I called him 
over, Davis said. 

“Davis quoted Oswald as saying* 'lyncLon Johnson was a nothing senator who 
got to bo a big teot. ' 

"Ro was a real bug on Johnson. Davis said, lbe midwest city nan said he 
spekejjo Oswald for about 5 admtas. Soon after. Ruby, an old friend of Davis, 

"Davis said hs spoke of the upcoming trip of Johnson and Kennedy and 
specifically mentioned the trip of the President to the Trade Mart where he 
was to talk. 

"bawls said hs wet Ruby 10 years ago when he was a night clerk In a rwi ia« 
hotel and Kufcy was running sene gambling upstairs. Davis described Ruby as a 
vu«y s ail man. Davis said hs was attempting to got adnlssion to the Lane Star 
atowano Ctato, a dub of carnival people, and Ruby introduced him to a Cotton 
whealer, and sponsored bin to the dub. 

“Oswald was In the dub at tha tine and everyone thought hs was a peat 
and coaid do without 

"Davis said Oswald , who was out of plaoe in his sloppy dress, kept 
saying. Sohnson is nothing. Hs was vary animated in his eoiveraatlon white 
nobody was partiduarly interested In. 

■The general impression was that ha, Oswald, did not belong there and 
was not welcome, Davis said. 

"Davis pictured Ruby, who he announced he mot 10 years ago in a n>n»* 
^magopie, as soft spoken business man, moderate and business like.

Wade said he attended Southern Building Congrees Convention, Dallas, la 
Nov. 10 - 14, 1963 . Ha arrived the afternoon of November 10, 1963 and stayed 
at the Baker Hotel, Dallas. At 11 P.M. Hov. 10. Wads visited the Carousel 
dab alone and remained until 1 A.M. The entertainment consisted of three 
strippers sad eases Bill Denari*. A stripper wearing a platinsa wig invited a 
customer to dance with aar on the stage as part of her act at aoout 12 midnight. 
A Carousel employee, a young white male wearing a white waiters jacket, took 
two flash ptyotos with s Polaroid- type camera* From the angle the photo was 
taken, three men seated at the bar connected to the stage on the right side of 
the night club ware between the photographer and the stage and possible in the 
photo. Wads believed one of those man was Loo Harvey Oswald, who was dressed 
in a coat length Jaaket, light colored white dress shirt, open collar, and 
dark colored pants. 

The person believed Oswald accompanied by two unknown man. The number 1 
man is described as a white male, early 20 * 5 , 5 ' 8 ", 140 lbs., long black heir, 
ve*y fair pale ootnplaxlen, and slender build. He had no unusual characteristics 
and wore a dark colored suit. Hs resembled Oswald In appearance. 

The number 2 man la described as a white male. 30-32, 200 lbs.. 5 * 10", 
stocky build, long black hair, dark complexion, oval face, and Mexican or 
Spanish in appearance. He had numerous bumps an his faoe and was believed 
to have a one inch soar in the eyebrow of his left aye. 

The customer on the stage with the stripper was a white mala, 5* 10“ , 

35 years old, 180 lbs. , Oat ton dark hair, dress not recalled, and was at 
the table with one girl and three or four men. 

The customer an the stage with the stripper was a man unknown to tfada. 

The waitress who waited on Made and the three aen.1 in the group, including 
the person believed to be Oswald, is described aa a white female, J? or 38, 

5' 1", HO lbs., black gray hair shoulder length, rodoy comaleaion and a very 
snail face. 

3111 Demaris, omeae, made the stataaent, following photographing, that 
thqr were blackmail purpose*. Jack Baby walked over to the photographer, 
talkedt to him and yelled that the photos did not turn ant.' The emcee had a 
»«uo*y skit. The person believed to be Oswald and friends were in the slab 
when Wads arrived and still at the table when Made departed. Wade said Oswald 
also took part in the memory skit of Demaris. Wads ms seated within 10 feet 
of the person believed to be Oswald and his group. Wade aland did not see 
anyone daring the visit known to him. He believes be could identify photos of 
the men accompanying the person believed Oswald. 

The person believed Oswald and his friends were not observed talking to 
anyone «it*ide their group while at the dub. He estimated 75 to 00 customers 
wars present when he arrived and 25 er less whan he departed. Wade had no 
further information.
